The average temperature was com- 

puted from hour by hour records of 
the temperature since midnight Mon- 
day morning to midnight this morn- 
ing. 
Although the temperature was 3 
degrees under that of Tuesday, it 
was more keenly felt, due to a sharp 
increase in humidity over that of 
Monday and Tuesday. ‘ 

Humidity, or the amount of mois- 
ture held in the air in comparison 
with its saturation point, was fixed 
at 53 per cent in tests conducted at 
the weather bureau at noon Wednes- 
day. At the same hour Tuesday it 
was 35 per cent, and on Monday 30 
per cent.

ment is planning to erect a memorial 
marking the site of the capital of a 
vanished empire—New Echota, last 
stronghold of the Cherokee Indian na- 
tion east of the Mississippi. 


In authorizing recently an appro- 
priation of $2,500 for the marker, the 
government has taken cognizance 0 
one of the most colorful phases of 
Georgia’s history, despite the allega- 
tion of historians that the state's deal- 
ings with the Cherokees placed an 
ineffaceable stigma upon its archives. 


Georgia, in fact. was only a land of 
adoption for the Cherokees. For years 
their seat of power was located in 
Tennessee, but the r tide of 
civilization drove them slowly south- 
ward into the mountains of north- 
west Georgia, where they established 
a capital in the ancient town of New 
Echota, about 12 miles from the pres- 
ent city of Calhoun. 

Few persons save students of his- 
tery perhaps are aware of the high 
degree of civilization attained by the 
Cherokees. It has been said that no 
Indian race in North America was 
their equal in refinement, a statement 
borne out by the facts of their exist- 
ence as handed down during the past 
100 years. 

It was in the h-ydey of the New 
Echota regime that Sequoya, the fa- 
mous half-breed, invented his alphabet, 
which has been the wonder of schol- 
ars throughout the world. This cul- 
tural achievement immediately bore 
fruit in adoption of a written lan- 
guage and a formal code of laws. The 
Cherokees proceed 1 to organize a na- 
tion modelled on the government of 
the United States. They had a consti- 
tution, established courts, built 
schools, encouraged domestic arts and 
manufactures, and many of them 
embraced the Christian religion. 

Journalism among the North Amer- 
ican Indians likewise had its incep- 
tion at New Echota. About two years 
after the invention of the alphabet 
the Cherokee council decided to start 
a newspaper. The type was cast in 
Boston, shipped from there to Au- 
gusta, and finally transported 200 
miles hy wagon to the mountain capi- 
tal. On February 21, 1828, the first 


issue of the “Cherokee Phoenix” ap- 


gia of Indian titles. The Cherokees 
for some years presented a united 
front in opposition to surrender of 
their lands, but a division of senti- 
ment occusred at length. One fac- 
tion, headed by a Major Ridge, his 
son, John, and Bontdinot, the editor, 
profe to see the handwriting on 
the wall and advocated a general ex- 
odus of the tribe. The other group 
was led by John Ross, principal chief 


fj of the nation and an ardent worker 


for his people for nearly 40 years. 

Wearied by persecution at home, 
Ross finally moved back to Tennes- 
see, but later was captured and re- 
turned to Georgia by enemies of his 
own race and white men who con- 
spired with them. Arrested with Ross 
was John Howard Payne, author of 
“Home, Sweet Home,” who at the 
time was a guest of the fugitive chief. 
He was released shortly afterward. 

Driven Out at Bayonet's Point. 

From then on continual factional 
strife brought about gradual demora- 
lization of the tribe, and on December 
29, 1839, the treaty of New Echota 
was signed. By this agreement the 
Cherokees ceded to the government all 
their remaining territory east of the 
Mississippi for a consideration of 85. 
000,000, together with a joint inter- 
est in territory already occupied by 
some bands of the tribe west of the 
Mississippi. 

y May, 1838. only 2.000 of the 
Indians had left Georgia and the 
government, dissatisfied with the slow 
progress of the removal, sent Gen- 
eral Winfield Scott with troops to 
complete the ejection at the point of 
the bayonet. 

The nationalist faction of the tribe, 
however, gained a small measure of 
retribution about a year later. On 
the same day, June 22, 1839. in three 
different places assassins wurdered 
Major Ridge, his son and Boudinot, 
the slayings indicating a well-plan- 
ned plot against the betrayers of their 
nation.

The discovery of gold at Dahlonega 
sounded the death knell of the Chero- 
kees in Georgia, although another 
powerful factor contributing to their 
downfall was the election of Andrew 
Jackson to the presidency. Jackson, 
a frontiersman of the old school, 
made no distinctions among Indians. 
All, in his opinion, were savages. 

As early as 1802, however, the state 
of Georgia had taken the first step 
that was to lead eventually to the 
removal of the nation from these re- 
gions. In that year a pact was made 
between the state and the federal 
government to clear all lands in Geor-

Way, costing more than $9,000,000, 
are under construction in Georgia, 
W. Barnett, state highway board 
chairman, announced Wednesday on 
the eve of a letting today at “which 
contracts for another 85 miles; will 
be awarded. 

The figures released by Mr. Barnett 
represent a financial statement of all 
work under construction up to and 
including June 1. Their total cost 
is $9,242,162.14, and the work is about 
half completed. Approximately $1,000.- 
00 ‘of work will be done monthly for 
the next four or five months. 

Pro now under 
are divided almost equally between 
the six highway divisions into which 
the state is divided for highway ad- 
ministration purposes. 

Construction projects in the first 
division, in north Georgia, amount to

central Georgia, to $1,931,020; in the

Investigators said they believed the 
“rum row” which formerly operated 
off Long Island and the Atlantic high- 
lands bad moved south, and that the 
Daisy T was attempting to land a 
cargo of liquor when its crew was 
overpowered by hijackers and the 
cruiser scuttled. About half the ves- 
— cargo had been removed, they 
said. 

Frank C. Laughlin, special eustoms 
official in charge of the investiga- 


tion, said the owner of the Daisy T 
was believed to be Mike Boorman, 
of Milyown, N. J., that was the name 
found on papers taken out When the 
craft was commissioned a few weeks 
ago, but the identity of the real own- 
ers of, boats used in rum-running, he 
said, was usually concealed. 

The Daisy T, powered by 250-horse- 
power motors, was said to be capable 
of out-running any government boat 
in these waters and efforts will be 
made to repair the cruiser so that it 
may be used by coast guards against 
rum runners.

Texan Says Congress’ Essay 


Of Farm Relief Is a Fake 


BY HERBERT LITTLE, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
WASHINGTON, June 25.—Politi- 

cal and official Washington is watch- 
ing the slumping prices of grain 
aud cotton closely these days. 

Two democratic senators from Texas 
-and Oklahoma, which produce both 
crops, called the senate’s attention to 
the record lows today, connecting the 
price drops with the new tariff bill. 

At the farm board Chairman Legge 
stuck close to his position that the 
time has not yet come to act, because 
the farmers have not put their 1930 
crops on the market yet. That time 
is perilously close, however, and in 
the southwest marketing of grain has 
already begun. 

Arrangements made during the past 
year, however, put the board in shape 
to act quickly when the time comes, 
and funds already on hand of the 
board’s. first ö sigfpestie e em appro- 
priation can + supplemented by 
money which Legge is able to bor- 
row. if needed, from private banks at 
the prevailing low money rates. 

More Funds Not Needed. 
Consequently another appropriation 

by this congress probably will not be 
needed. The board has spent 5127, 
115,062 so far, mostly in buying 
grain. Several millions in loans have 
been repaid. Then it has $50,000,000 
available for buying the 1,250,000 
bales of cotton of the 1929 erop 
which it intends to hold off the mar- 


et. 

The board intends to market 300. 
000,000 bushels of grain of the new 
crop, and to lend money to enable 
farmers to hold their grain if the price 
at harvest time is too low. The board 
believes that money is available to 
handle this, and consequently the 
$250,000,000 authorized but not yet 
appropriated may not be needed. The 
government’s expected deficit next 


year is also a factor to be considered 
in seeking.farm appropriations. 

The board had no comment to make 
at once on the request of Governor 
Reed. of Kansas, for immediate action 
to bolster the price of grain, received 
in a telegram today.

Selling of rails starting around the 
middle of yesterday was based on the 
way railroad earnings now coming to 
hand. „The first 12 important roads 
reporting for May, most of the state- 
ments being published yesterday, 
showed an aggregate drop compared 
with a year ago of 13.5 per cent in 
gross and 27.9 in net. Freight car 
loadings for the country as a whole 
published today for the week ending 
June 14 aggregating 927,000 show a 
decrease of 7,893 compared with the 
previous week and a drop of 143,000 
compared with a year ago. Thus 
freight car loading up to the middle 
of June indicate that railroad gross 
earnings for June when published a 
month hence will not show much im- 
prevement over those now coming to 
hand for May. 


The decrease of 27.9 per cent in net 
income of the first 12 important rail- 
roads reporting for May compares 
with decrease of 33 per cent for April, 
per cent for March, 29.8 per 
cent for February and 28.2 for Jan- 
uary. 

So far this year up to the end of 
May the railroads were not only con- 
fronted with smaller gross earnings 
but they made good their to 
President Hoover at the Washington 
conference following the stock market 
panic of last autumn that they would 
do what they could to stimulate gen- 
eral trade by keeping up expenditures 
for maintenance and  betterments.
